ters. 
Summer sessions have been 


conducted here for eight years. 


Applications

at the office of the superintendent 
from teachers who wish to teach :n 
the summer session. H'.gh school 
pupils 
may cover 
half a schooi 


year's work in two or three sub- 
jects -under a.regular teacher. Pu- 
pils in the grades may take work-in 
which they may have failed, or they 
may secure 
credits that will ad- 


vance them into the next grade, 


Courses are frequently attended 


by pupils who havejjcen kept back 
by the fact 
that promotions are 


tnade .annually,, instead of semi-an- 
nually, because of the small size of 
the grades.
